LtNDON, May 19. — Among the Cana- 
dians upon whom the Queen will confer 
birthday honors are : • Sir Donald Alex- 
ander ■ Smitl^t of Montreal, resident 
governor arid chief commissioner of tliu 
Hudson's Bay Company, wlio is made a 
Iviiiijht of tlic ( iiaiid Cross of the Order 
of ,St. Slichael and St. Geori^e; aiul 
Hon. Joseph A. Cliapleau, lieti- 
teuant-governor of Quebec, who is 
made a Knight Commander of tlie 
Order 'of St. Michael and St. George. 

The Marquis of Granby, eldest son of 
the Duke of Rutlaml, and Ki^ht Hon. 
Eiiward Meneage, funnorly chiuicoUor of 
tlie Duchy of Lancaster, are elevated to 
the peerage, aud Chief .lustice Meroiiith, 
of the court of coniiuon pleas of Ontario, 
is knigliteil. 

A meeting of the Peace Society was 
held last evening in Louden for the pro- 
motion of a plan for the arbitration of 
difforeuces between the United States 
and Great Britain. A letter was read 
from U. S. Ambassador Bayard declin- 
ing an invitation to attend on the ground 
that although he syuipathined with the 
movement it was not in his province to 
actively assist it until the vcice of 
both nations had declared in its . favor. 

A Cairo despatch to the Standard says 
that a death from cholera was reported 
among the Egyptian troops at Tourah 
to-day. " A regular cholera miasma," 
says the despatch, " is brooding over 
Cairo with the heavy air and hot wind. 
The virulence of the disease is almost 
unparalleled at such an early stage of 
the visitation, the percentage of deatlis 
being UO." 

The extreme left in the Italian cham- 
ber of deputies, lioldini; that General 
Baratieri, late commander-in-chief of 
the Italian forces in Abyssinia, is alone 
answerable only for the purely military 
acts in connection with the campaign in 
Africa, liavo decided to propose to 
the chamber that the members 
of the. late Crispi ministry be 
brought •• before the high court to 
answer for the general policy of thecam- 
jiaign. The left and extreme left are 
the dominant group in the ciiamber. A 
coraniittiee of nine deputies has been ap- 
pointed to formulate ciiarges and speci- 
tications against the late cabinet. The 
government has advices from General 
Ualdissera which state that the Ital- 
ians who were taken prisoners by 
the Abyssinians in the province of the 
Tigro have been surrendered by their 
captors, and that Cieneral Baldisscra 
now considers the caiiiiiaitm ended. 
Adigrat has been disarmed and aban- 
doned, and the troops wliich occupied 
that place will return to-day to a position 
behind the frontier of Erythyrea. 

U. S.' Ambassador Bayard was a guest 
to-night at the banquet of the foreign 
consuls at the Hotel Cecil. The hall 
was elaborately decorated with United 
States and British flags entwined. Mr. 
Alfred liothschild presided. The ban- 
(lii(!ting hall presented a brilliant scene, 
which was iiicrtuKcd by the uiiiforiiia of 
the several aiiiba.ssadors present. 

Oswald Seininario has telcgrajihed to 
the Commercial here that he recoj^nizes 
President I'ieiola's government and that 
the movemiuit at Iquitos is simply in 
favor of federation. The government 
here is nevertheless takins; active meas- 
ures to suppri!-s the revolt and the peo- 
[ile of all shades of politics are sustain- 
ing it. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Daily News gays: " The colony 
made a point of Ijcing present at the de- 
parture of the British Ambassador, Sir 
Philip Ciirrie, for London, to, testify 
their appreciation of his support of 
American diplomacy in behalf of the 
misaionaries in Turkey." 



EOYALLY EECEiyEI), 

European and Asia:tic Potentates Recipients 
of Special Honors in Moscow. 

Moscow, May 10. — The Grand Duke 
and Grand Duchess of Hesse, Prince and 
Princess Louise of Battenborg, the Here- 
ditary Grand Duke of Biideii, the Crown 
Prince of Denmark and Princess Sadan- 
ani of Japan arrived during the day and 
were received at the rail way station by 
nieiubersof thelmperial family and guard 
of honor accompanied by bandsof music. 
An especially grand recejition has been 
accoraed to the Kinir of Bokhara, who 
has been received in private audience by 
the.(j2ai; at the Betrovsky palace, where 
he was presented, to the Czarina. Tbe 
other members of the Bokharan miaaion 
were then received officially in the 
audience hall. The Khan of Khiva 
was accorded a similar reception. 

LoNOON, May ID. — The Chronicle's 
Berlin correspondent reports tliat the 
Berlinger Tageblatt claims that the 
Czar's manifesto will give amnesty, par- 
tial or complete, to the Itussian prison- 
ers in iS'beria. Those sentenced to a life 
of servitude will receive a mitigation of 
their sentence, and oirendera domiciled 
in Siberia will- be permitted to return to 
any part of European Russia, except St. 
Petersburg and Moscow. The sentences 
of those in jail in European liussia for 
serious ^offences will be reduced 
by .one-third, while a . large num- 
ber" of minor offendOr'a will be 
completely pardoned, and a number of 
those who fled the country, for polit(c-al. 
reasons will also be pardoned on condi- 
tion of their taking the oath of allegi- 
ance. The peasantry in certain poor 
districts are to be excused from arrear 
crown dues; even the .Tews, says the 
Berlinger Tageblatt, will iiot be forgot- 
ten, and the- half-starved : Hebrew agri- 



cultural colonies at Ekaterinaslav will 
also be excused from arrears of taxes. 

The Koine correspondent of tl 
Chronicle also hears that the Vatican 
has received information that the Czar 
will pardon those Catholic priests who 
have been imprisoned and sent to 
Siberia for a breach of the public wor- 
ship laws; he also jiroinises to grant 
gradually a large measure of religious 
liberty "to all his subjects, including 
Catholics. 

The Times correspondent at Moscow 
says that the real reason for postponing 
the military tattoo, which was sche- 
duled to take place to-night in the pre- 
sence cif the Czar, was the. receipt of 
bad news. A Moscow despatch to the 
Standard says : Crowds of people wait 
patiently in the streets for hours 
for a glimpse of the foreign royal 
personages in the city. When they 
appear the crowds greet them 
respectfully but almost silently. The 
Unssiiiiis are not accustomed to indulge 
in a noisy demonstiation. The bril- 
liancy of the scene is iimrred by the per- 
sistent rain. The whole military force 
was under arms to-iiii;iiL for the tattoo 
when the arraiigeiiiouts were suddenly 
cancelled owing to the receipt of 
the news of the death of Arch- 
duke Charles Ixiuia of Austria. The 
crowds were greatly disappointed but 
the troops marched back to the barracks 
singing." 

The correspondent of the Daily News 
at Moscow notes the presence there of 
the Bishop of Peterboro as the special- 
ly accredited delegate from the see of 
Canterbury at the coronation of the 
Czar. " His presence does not 
excite comment," eays the cor- 
respondent, " as no intelligent Russian 
seriously accepts the recently mooted 
project for efTecting a union between the 
Anglican and orthodox Greek churches." 



Sir Charles Tapper Contrasts Eesnlts 
of the Conservative Policy and 
Liberal Obstrnction. 



Mowat Fights Shy of the School 
Question- Foster and Tis- 
dale at Guelph. 



QuEDEc, May 19. — (Special)— The 
Academy of Music ■was filled to its ut- 
most last night with a most enthusiastic 
assembly to liear Sir OhBrlos Tapper on 
the questions of the day , ■ Among those 
present were Hon. A. R. Angers; Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper and a great 
number of local politicians. Sir Charles 
spoke at considerable length, showing 
the progress which Canada had made 
under Conservative rule. He instanced 
the construction of the Canadian PaciBc 
railway to show what that party 
hud done towards building up Can- 
ada and the Empire, and said this 
work had been accomplished in 
face of the obstruction of the so-called 
Liberal party. Since 1878, he declared, 
the people had treated the Liberal part}' 
as it deserved. Sir Charles described 
Air. Laurier as being a gentleman who 
possessed ^reat eloquence but was en- 
tirely devoid of statesmanship. Speak- 
ing of the Manitoba school question, the 
Premier said the government would 
carry out the provisions of the constitu- 
tion and would give the Catholics of 
Manitoba their rights. Hon. Mr. An- 
gers also spoke. 

ToitoNTo, May 10. — (Special) — Sir 
Oliver Mowat sjioke brielly at the Centre 
Toronto nomination last night. He 
barely touched the school question but 
said he would have numerous oyportu- 
iiities during the campaign of speaking 
more fully. 

The World correspondent at Montreal 
wires that Edward Farrar, formerly 
editor of the Mail and subsequently of 
the Globe, is in Montreal and had a con- 
ference with Mr. Laurier. The corres- 
pondent says Mr. Farrar has the names 
in his pocket of fifty American manufac- 
turing concernswho ofifer toputup $200,- 
000 each, or a round million, requiring 
only a pledge from the Liberal leader or 
someone in authority, that the protec- 
tionist policy of the present government 
would be reversed and American miuiu- 
factures freely admitted to the Do- 
minion. 

GuELiMi, May 19. — ;Special) — Hon. 
Messrs. Foster and Tisdale addressed a 
crowded and enthusiastic meeting at the 
opera house here last night. Mr. Tisdale 
ailvised all who thought of severing 
their connections with the Conservative 
party because of the school question to 
be careful us the question was not to be 
compared in importance with the trade 
issue. Mr. Foster at great length eulo- 
gized the trade policy, and dwelt on the 
importance to Canada of preferential 
trade with England, which the Con- 
servative party would endeavor to secure 
for the Dominion. 

VViNNTi'icG, May 19. — (Special) — In an 
interview here Vice President Shaugh- 
neesy of the C. P. R. said bis company 
would not favor one party or the other 
in the present election fight, but. would 
pursue an independent course, '

L. Neweonibe, 
deputy minister of justice, leaves for 
England on June 10 on departmental 
business. The principal matter which 
will engage his attention in the old coun- 
try is the argument before the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council in the 
appeal of the Toronto Street Railway 
Co. v. the (Jueen, a case in which all the 
electric railway companies in the coun- 
try are inteieBtcd. Under the present 
tariir steel rails of certain weight for 
railways are admitted duty free. The 
different street railway c'ompauies in 
Canada claim that their roads come 
within this provision but the decision of 
the courts below has been against them 
and now the Toronto Street Railway 
Co., on behalf of the electric raihvay 
companies in Canada, is appealing to 
the Judicial Committee to upset present 
decisions. 

A proclamation fixing Monday as a 
public holiday was issued to-day. This 
is necessary as the Queen's Birthday 
falls on Sundaj'.

THE PRETORIA PRISONERS. 

Fifteen Yeam' Imprisonment or Fifteen 
Years' Banishment?— London Press 
Comment. 

LoNM)0N, May 19. — A despatch to 
the Times from Pretoria, dated May 18, 
says: ■ "The executive council to-day 
decided that the punishinent of Ool. 
Frances Rhodes, Lionel H. Phillips, 
(ioorge Farrar and John Hayes Ham- 
mond, shall be fifteen years' imprison- 
ment. The hope is • entertained that 
these sentences will be modified. The 
decision of the sentences of the other re- 
formers is still awaited. 

The Times also has a despatch from 
Capetown which says the motion of Mr. 
Merriman in the Cape house of assem- 
bly to revoke the charter of the British 
South Africa Company, is certain to be 
defeated. 

The Times explains in an editorial 
that there is a bare possibility that in 
its Pretoria despatch fifteen years means 
the jicriod of banishment instead of im- 
prisonment. "If it means imprison- 
ment, says the Times, "it is almost 
equivalent to a death sentence, and will 
produce a painful impression of surprise, 
as being severe beyond all expectations, 
and the end will be to perpetuate politi- 
cal strife." 

The Daily relegraph has a despatch 
from Pretoria, also dated May 18, which 
says the executive council after a heated 
discussion of three hours, postponed 
final decision on the punishment for the 
reform leaders until the next day (Tues- 
day). "A difhculty has arisen," says 
the dcsjiatch, " from the fact that fifty- 
two of the prisoners, including the 
leaders, have signed a petition asking 
for a commutation of their sentences to 
fines while ten of them have refused to 
sign." 

Pretobia, May 19. — ^The sentences of 
the reform prisoners have not yet been 
finally decided upon.

A Berlin dispatcli to the Standard 
says : A military court baa sentenced 
Count von Kotze to two years' imprison- 
ment in a fortress, ag IV punishment for 
his duel with Baron von S(;hrader,whiuli 
resulted in the death of the hitter. 

The balance of the Itulianw held pri- 
soners in 'i'i^re territory liave heen hand- 
ed over to tjeiieral Bakllsseni's foices by 
the Abyssiniaiis, and are leturninj,' to- 
ward lieii^'ell, Uaraehitand Henafe. 

A despateh from Vladivostoek to the 
Novoe Vreniya, of St. Petersburg, says : 
Quiet has been restored at Seoul, Is^orea, 
and tlie Kini; will return to his palace 
from the Busaian legation, where he has 
been since the deposition and maBsacre 
of the late ministry. The Russian 
marines are returning,' to their vessels. 
The ilespaKrh also states that a Ruseian 
company has had a i^oki niiuiiif; eonues- 
sion granted to it for lifteen years. 

Paul Loyson, son of Cliarles rx)y.son, 
known as I'ere Hyacinth, and Laura 
Bierckwidl, of Philadelphia, were married 
in tlie I'jnglisli church at Neuilly on 
Saturday. 

Le I' igaro this morning says that M. 
Herbette, French ambassador to Cer- 
many, starts for Berlin to-day in order 
to present letters of recall; and, accord- 
ing to L'Evenement, iVI. Gabon, French 
minister to Turkey, will succeed Her- 
bott at Berlin. 

Several thousand persons toolc part in 
a manifestation on Sunday evening near 
the statue of Jeanne d'Arc, demanding 
the ebtablishment of a national fete in 
her honor. They afterwards marched 
to tlio newspaper offices, shouting "A 
has Roehefort." The police had to make 
several charges before the mob disjjersed 
and several arrests were made. 

' During 11 debate in tiie reichstag on 
credits for Dainarahuid, German South- 
west Africa, Dr. Ivaiser, chief of the 
colonial office, declared that in the opin- 
ion of the government Germany should 
never ab-indon her possessions of South- 
west Africa, and exijiessed ids belief 
tliat reinforceuiunta of troops \yould be 
sent there by the end of the inonih. Dr. 
Kaiser denied that Germany's action 
was intended to aid the British, saying 
that it was' intended to maintain Ger- 
man rule. 

A Times deapatcli from Capetown says 
Cecil Rhodes telegraphed tliere that if 
he eirects a junction with Capt. Napier 
the rebellion will be broken. he. says 
there are G.OOO between the Sluing, 
Bambesi and Thabasenduna. 

The revolt against the authority of 
the PiM Uviai'i govenuiient at Itpiitos, on 
the Upjjcr Aniazun, si nty miles above 
the ujouDli of the Napo, is classed in otli- 
cial circles here as little more than a 
farce. President I'ieroli will dispatch 
two cruiaerH and troops immediately to 
Ljuitos. The town has a large govern- 
ment iron works, ship yards and a float- 
ing docK capable of raising u thousand- 
ton Ship, 88 well as other important 
works. 

Archduke Charles Louis of Austria, 
eldest brother of Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria, is dead. He -was born in 
1838 and was a cavalry genenil in the 
imperial army, and was nnirried three 
times. The latc^ Ar('hduke was heir pre- 
sumptive to the thrones of Austria- 
Hungary, KiiipiT.r Francis Joseph hav- 
iuL' only feiiiah' i.st-u(>. 

Tue Greek govcinniLUit has drafted a 
bill for buMing (lUMilriennial ^Olympic 
games, conmienciug in 18118. This is the 
outgrowth of the ilecision to hcjid the 
next iiuadriennial games in 1!H)0 in 
Paris, leaving the choice of location for 
the next games in 1U04 open between 
New York, IJerliii and Stockholm, ft 
was the intention further to hold the 
games at a definite point each succeed- 
ing four years, and so carry the institu- 
tion from oiie cnuntry to another around 
the woild. 1; is iiie purpose of the 
Greek v. rnnu'iil , on the other hand, 
to hold the gaini'S every four years in 
Athens, in the t-tadium, which was re- 
sttiri'd for tlii.s purpose by IM. Avernir, 
and which lu^ ^r.i^ ili'toruiined to reliuihi 
in iiiarblo. T! ic i i reL'ks artrneil that the 
atl ru(Uiveiit';i-i ;in'l ■iigii i li(-anc(! of the 
games would he lost unless they were 
h(dd on the liiHioric spot, anil amidst 
the historic associations of the stadium 
at Athene. 

There were twenty-four deaths from 
cholera in Cairo yesterday, twenty-eight 
at Alexandria and one at Turali. 

Over 1,500 Armenians have been ar- 
rested in Constantinople during the last 
fortnight, owing to apprehenBions _ of 
fresh manifestations by the Armenian 
population. Fiity-l'.-o Armenians and 
HixleeirrurkH wei-c also exiled to .-Vsia 
INIinor vesierilay and Heventy-three 
Turkisli students at the military college 
of K.uleli werearreated for some unknown 
cause. 

An explosion at, liida, m tlii^ ^^pe 
country, on the Niger river, has ra/.ed to 
the ground the palace of the liniir Melc- 
ki. and has killed 'JOO people. 

The correspondent of the Daily Mail 
at Johannesburg says that a private dis- 
patch received there states- that four 
leaders of the reform committee. Col. 
Francis Rhodes, John Hays Hammond, 
Lionel Phillips and George Parrar, who 
were sentenced to death and' their sen- 
tences ufterwardB eommuted, will be 
fined ,e2 i,000 (.11-^5,000) each and will be 
sentenced to tiMi veiirs' banijhnient. 

The Dailv Telegraph has a dispatch 
from Ihetor'ia which fiays that the Jo- 
hannesburg Times has caused a great 
sensation hv publiahing a fac simile of 
Dr. Jameson's plans for the seizure and 
bombardment of Pretoria, which it is al- 
leged were found by the Boera upon the 
field at Dooriikop, after l^r.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 



The present position of Western Aus- 
tralia bears, in some respeots, a great 
resemblance to that of the Transvaal. 
Owing to the discovery of rich Roldfielda 
within its territory, there has been in the 
course of the last three or four years 
a great influx of Btrangers. These 
" New-comers," as they are called, are 
nearly equal in number to the whole 
population of the colony five years ago 
As it is not by any means unlikely thai; 
five years hence or even less British 
Columbia may be in a position some- 
what similar to both the Transvaal and 
Western Australia, it may be useful to 
inquire into the way in which the latter 
country accommodated itself to the new 
and greatly altered condition of things. 

It can bo easily understood that the 
sudden and the immense addition to the 
wealth of the colony, and the very large 
proportionate increase to its population 
must have made the management of its 
fl^airs much more difficult than it had 
hitherto been, and brought its Govern- 
ment face to face with some problems by 
no means easy of solution. 

It was soon seen that the New-cntiiers 
would not allow the Old-timers sole con- 
trol of the government of the colony. 
The Old-timers were naturally jealous 
of the New-comers, and were not very 
willing at once to accord to them repre- 
sentation in the Legislature of the colony 
proportionate to their numbers. As 
most of the immigrants were men over 
twenty-one years of age there were in a 
given number of them a larger number 
of men qualified to be electors than 
among the same number of Old-timers. 
The NeW-comers were, however, moder- 
ate in their demands as regards repre- 
sentation. The Legislature is composed 
f>f a Legislative Council and a House of 
.Vssenibly. Tiiere are in the Upper 
House 21 members, and in the Lower 
House 33 memliers. Both branches of 
the Legislature are elective. 

The franchise was easily obtained, as 
it only required six months' residence 
and a small property qualification to 
makea settler eligible to vote lora mem- 
ber of the Assembly. The New-comers, 
who are chiefiy minors, liavo at i)i-esent 
only one member in the House of thirty- 
three. They are agitating for live 
members. As they now number about 
40,000. having among them a large pro- 
portion of men arrived at the years of 
discretion, no one can say tliat their de- 
mand iu unrea.sonaljlo. It is safe, we 
think, to jtredict that the New-comers 
will soon get what they want in the v.'ay 
of representation in the Legislature

"reacoand good-will," tlie correspond 
ent of the Times says, " gave as the oc- 
sion (lumanded the i)revailing note. 
There was, nevertheless, a distinct re- 
cognition on both sides of interests of n 
divergent kind which might require 
delicate and conciliatory handling, in 
order to issue in the common prosperi- 
ty by which the whole colony should 
benefit." Both Newcomers and Old- 
timers were reasonable, and there is 
every reason to believe that these dis- 
tinctions will Boon disappear and West- 
ern Australia 'will before long be a har- 
monious as well as a prosperous com- 
munity. 

The question of water supply appears 
to be tlio only serious subjectwith which 
theGovernmentof 'Western Australia has 
now to grapple. The districts of Cool- 
gardie and Kalgoorlie, as our readers 
know, are very badly supplied with wa- 
ter, and if it cannot be had by boring, of 
which there does not seem to be much 
hope, it will require an expenditure of 
more than ten millions of doliars to give 
them a supply of only five millions of 
gallons a day. 

The increase of parliamentary repre- 
sentation is the only other political ques- 
tion which may be regarded aa a " burn- 
ing one," and that wo have no doubt 
will soon be satisfactorily settled. 

Western .Vustralia has increased iu 
wealth very rapidly. Its rovetnie live 
years ago was a little over i;500,000. In 
two years its population had inoreased 
over S3 per cent, and its revenue had 
risen to £681, 000. " In eighteen months 
from the end of 1893 to the middle of 
last year the revenue had risen from 
£081,000 to one million and a half, and 
the increase is proceeding at an equally 
rapid rate. The revfenue of last Febru- 
ary amounted to £177,373, and exceeded 
that of February of 1895 by about 86 per 
cent." The deposits in the Post Oflice 
Savings Bank in February of this year 
amounted to £49,022, or nearly a qu.trter 
of a million of dollars, and the total bal 
ance to the credit of depositors was 
£355,037, as against £95,196 in F'ebruary 
1895. The amount of gold exported in 
February, the hottest month in the year, 
was 18,000 ounces, llnd a large Increase 
is expected when the weather 
cooler.

THE "COMPETITOR. 

The name of an American vessel, the 
Competitor, has of late been frequently 
seen in the telegraphic despatches, and 
as very few particulars have been given 
about her, our readers.- would perii: 
like to know a little more about the 
craft respecting which so much has 
been written. The Competitor is a very 
small vessel. She is only 47 tons bur- 
then, 72 feet 4 inches long, 20 feet wi 
and 4 feet in depth. She sailed from 
Key West between 10 and 11 o'clock ir 
the night of April 20, and had on board 
besides her crew, about twenty-five O) 
thirty Cubans. She was loade<l with 
arms and ammunition. A few days 
after she sailed from Key West she was 
ca])tured by the Spanish gunbuat Mesa- 
gera near Berracos on the northern coast 
of the province of Pinar del Rio. Her 
crew were taken prisoners. They were 
tried by eourtmartial and sentenced to 
death. 

The news of the capture, trial and con- 
viction of the men caused a irooddeal of 
excitement in the United States. They 
were without doubt on a filibustering 
expedition. But aa they were said not 
to be armed when they were taken it 
was contended that they should be tried 
by a civil court. Eepresentations were 
made by the United States Government 
and also by the British Government — 
for one of the men is, or claims to be, a 
Bi'itiah subject.

Although little doubt remains in the 
minds of sea-going men as to the fate of 
the sealer May Belle and her crew of 
six Yictorians, no definite informatioi^ 
had been received regarding her loss un- 
til Captain Macauley, of the schooner 
Penelope, yesterday reporsed the lind- 
iii},' of lier binnacle oil' .Tacklei^ot, near 
Cape Cook, on the West Coast of Van 
couver Island— a place dreaded by ma^ 
riners in rough weather, owing 'tO' the 
many currents which set in there from 
the North Pacific. The binnacle is a 
peculiar one, known as the .May Belle's 
HP. there was not another similar on any 
vessel belonging . to port. It was 
made in Victoria and its. shape alone, 
which was very odd, identifies it as 
the May Belle's, while it was further re- 
cognized by the brass lamps it contained. 
Captain Macauley hearing of its discov- 
ery sought to secure it from the Indians, 
but in vain. He was permitted to in- 
spect it, however, and knowing that the 
May Belle was missing he njade parti- 
cular observation of it, with the result 
that the ftite of the vessel can be jiretty 
conclusively proven. The binnacle was 
washed ashore along with other wreck- 
age, but nothing identifiable except a 
life buoy bearing the name of the lost 
ship Cadzow Forest, the news 
of the finding of wreckage 
of which appeared in .yesterday's 
Colonist. The last seen of" the M.iy 
Belle was off Point Tatoo on the 25th of 
January last, and she is supposed to 
have been lost just about this time.

May Belle was cauiiht outside at this 
time — and she evidently was 
chances of surviving were few. Tatoo is 
a little to the southward of Cape Cook 
and the schooner was seen for the last 
time about seven miles to the north- 
westward of this point.

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THE UNITED STAGES IN. CUBA. 

European Powers' Will Be Asked by Spam 
to Intervene— Bam8sea to Cropti. 

Paris, May lU. — Le UauioiB unys iiuu 
Senor Canovaa del Oaatillo, tlic Spanish 
premier, is about to ask the intervention 
of the European powers with recard to 

the interferoiici! of tho United Statei 
Cuban allUirs. 

I-Iav-\n.\, May 11). — Cul. Monuada, at 
Madru^^o, this jirovince, lias been en 
gagud witli a force of -00 insurgents, 
near Donianicano. Tho enemy loft three 
wounded on the field. As a result of 
the engagement between the inHurgentsi 
and Col. Segura at Ciego Del Romei a 
where the enemy sustciined much Ioh.-' 
Gen. Maximo Gonaez has retreated to 
Concordia and Guige, near Zuaza, prov- 
ince of Santa Clara. Lieut.-Col. Rod 
rigtiC/;, with a force of 1,200 Spanish in- 
fantry ami three pieces of artillery, en- 
ga'.;eii (ionie/.'a forces at throe ;/oints 
and is lepni-teil to have inllicted threat 
lo.ss upon liiin. 

Maduid, Uiiy 19.— Tlie fact that 
TJ. S. iMiiiiatur Ilannis Taylor had ar- 
ranged witli a traiisjxirt a<,'uncy to con- 
vey his personal furniture on board iJie 
steamer Con Wifreden, bound for New 
Orleans to-morrow, led to tlie report 
that tlie minister was about to leave 
Madrid. Tlu.s, it is stated, ia not tlie 
case. Mr. Taylor's fuiiiily is returiiiufr 
to the United Stales, but the departure 
has nothing to do with politics, and the 
minister is going to reside at the lega- 
tion. 

\VA.sniNOTON, May 19.— The case of 
the alleged dliliustering members of the 

steamer Hor.sa e.xpedition, Measr-t. Wil- 
boii;, l't'ar.J<ui and Joali.seii, ai'c submil- 
t(>ii totliu Supreme court of tlic Uiiiteil 
.State^i un brii'fs withoiitar^uiiieiit. The 
princijial pniuis on which the charter- 
ers of the lloraa rest their case is that 
the expedition was ori;aui/.e(l uiercly lu 
carrj' inuuitiuuH of war to Cuba, not an 
e.'cpeditioii to \v:.f;e war. 

Coming; immediately ujion the .'severe 
drain of resoui'ccs canseil by the Cubaii 
reliellion, the Siianisb people have now 
to face the prospect of an almost total 
losa of the wheat crop caused by 
drought and insects. United States Con- 
sul Burke, at Malaga, writes to the state 
department that a new insect pest as 
destructive to wheat: as the phylloxera 
tortile grape, has damaged the. crops in 
several provinces, while owing to a se- 
vere drought not only will the entire 
wheat crop be a total failure, hut there 
will be a shortage of every other croj) of 
grain. The poor are suUering much, 
and unless the rain conies the crops will 
be a total loss, and great suflerin;; and 
want will prevail throughout the whole 
country. Kfforta will be made to have 
the government reduce or remove the 
import grain duties anil heavy imports 
must be made during the current j'ear. 

Tampa, Fla., May 19.— Gen. Weyler's 
proclamation forbidding the exportation 
of tobacco from Cuba after ten days has 
caused great consternation among the 
leading manufacturers in Tampa. iSlany 
have large quantities of tobacco aireaily 
purchased in Cuba, and. they fear 
that they cannot get it out in the time 
prescribed. Some firms have enough 
of the new crop in Cuba to last a year, 
hut it will lie in no condition to bo 
niovi'il for iiiontiis. The ecai'city of 
bonded warehouse room liere lias caused 
a large amount to bo stored in Havana, 
and a lleet of echoonurs will be neces- 
sary to take it away, the ref^nlur steam- 
ers being entirely inadetjuale. Alrno.st 
the entire Siiiuiisli jiopuhition of Tam- 
pa has forwarded a vigorou.s protest to 
Madrid against the enforcement of the 
proclamation. The move is regarded 
here as one intended to throw the cigar 
makers out of work, thereby cutting of!" 
so much revenue from the Cuban cause, 
as the cigar-makers have been contri- 
buting largely to the fund. 

THE SALMON STRIKK. 

The Situation On the Colunibia River Daily 
Growing More Serious. 

Astoria, Or., May 19. — A committee of 
fishermen met yesterday forenoon and 
afternoon tor the purpose of convincing 
Samuel Elmore that Cook, of Clifton, 
was paying five cents a pound. They 
sent a communication to Elmore yester- 
day forenoon, and he stated that he 
would irive an answer as socm as he could 
hear from Cook. The committee had 
some lisliernien residing u|) the river at 
the nieetin<;, claiming that they were 
oU'ereil five cents hy Cook. Cook claims 
that he is not jiayiiit; live cents and does 
not intend to pay more than four (!eiitK a 
pound. A. B, Seaborg arrived back from 
California yesterday morning, and states 
that, owing to the condition of the mar- 
ket, cannerymen cannot pay five cents a 
pound without losing money. A heavy 
freshet is expected next month, which 
will shorten the catch u great deal. It 
will interfere with up-river gill netting 
and seininj;. iMiyart made one drift at 
his seinini,' <;riiun(ls uj) the river yestei'- 
day and caught oiii: ton ol salmon, « hicli 
lie gave away to lisheriiii'ii residimi near 
by. The relief coinmiltee of the lisher- 
nien's union yeslenhiy sent out provi- 
sions to (lill'erent ])laccs iilont.' the river 
to be (list-rihuleil among iieeily families. 
The situation to a largo number of lisli- 
ermen is growing more serious each day. 

A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 

Cargo Owners in the " Coqultlam " Seizure 
Case Win an Important Point. 

Seattlk, May 19. — The question of 
jurisdiction of the circuit court of ap- 
peals on cases from the district court of 
Alaska, in adniiralty, and those arising 
under the revenue and Hhipjiing laws, 
was decided yesterday by the United 
States supreme court in the famous 
Coquitlam case, in which it was decided 
that the circuit court of appeals for the 
Ninth circuit has jurisdiction over that 
ease. The news was rectdv'ed by K. C. 
Hughes, of the firm of Struve, .Vllen, 
Hughes i*c McMickun, ami was sent hy 
■Calderon Carlisle, solicitor for the Urit- 
ish embassy at Washington City, hy 
telegram, us follows: 

" K. C. Hughes: Supreme court to- 
■<lay decided that the circuit court of ap- 
peals, Ninth circuit, has jurisdiction in 
Coquitlam case. Mandate directed to 
issue immediately." 

The case involved a question of inter- 
national prominence, having arisen dur- 
ing the period, when the United States 
and Great Britain were involved in the 
Bell ring sea controveray and when the 
modus Vivendi was pending. The stenm- 
«r Coquitlam had «u board the sualskin 
.yatch of a number of sealing vessels, 



' amounting to over 60.000, and was seized 
by the revenue cutter Corwin m August, 
lh92, and turned over to the govern- 
ment. The cargo owners, who reside in 
Vancouver and Victoria, at once began 
an action in the district court of Alaslca, 
and engaged Mr. Hughes to represent 
them. The case was tried and decided 
against them in September, 1893. 

An appeal was then taken to tho cir- 
cuit court of appeals for the Ninth dis- 
trict, sitting in San Francisco, Hon. 
Charlna A. Garter, U.S. attorney for the 
Northern California district, apjieariim 
for the government and Mr. Hughes for 
the cargo owners. The case was arguoti 
and subniilted, hut before any decision 
conid lie reachcn'. tho U. S. district at- 
torney rai jCil the <iueHtioii of jurisdic- 
tion of the con rt of tipjieals over cases 
from the Alaska district. This called for 
briefs and argninents from the oilier side, 
lifter wiiich the couit of apjieals de- 
cided to certil'y tho (piestion to the 
United States eupremo court for final 
decision on the question. This necessi- 
tated more briefs on this question to the 
Unitt'il States supreme court, and alioiit 
two weeks ago it was suhmiited, with 
the above result. 

A dcciiiion will probably be had on the 
case within a short time andthequeci- 
tion settled one way or another. U it is 
decided in favor of the cargo owners liti- 
gation will cease, but if against them an 
appeal will then be taken to the sniireniu 
court.

theexecutiveconMuitteoof the party, who 
were ^ charged with a violation of 
the law. of association during 1893, 1894 
and 1S!)5, by combining various political 
societies through committees and dele- 
gations, the interchange of IcttcrH luui 
uiianclal 6ii|)port. As a result of the 
trial Herr Bebel has been lined seventy- 
live marks, Herren, Auer and Pfannkuch 
fifty murks and Herren Singer Cierisch 
forty marks.

The rest, includiim 
two women, were acquitted. The court 
upheld the lower court in dissolving the 
connection between tlie central social- 
ist committee and the various local com- 
mittees of the pai t}-.

Captain Watson's Generous Kindness 
to'tho Castaways— ToiiUuer'.s 
Catch in Port. 



It is not often that an opportunity of 
showing hospitality presents itself in the 
same manner as it did on the voyage of the 
0. R. >t N, steamship' Altmore, which ar 
rived ill ]iort from the Orient last night 
and it is still less frecpient that the same 
•generous disposition is shown a.s was niaii- 
il'ested in this case by Captain Watson, the 
steamer's skipper. When a few days out 
from Yokohama, Captain Watson .was 
directed by signals to ii small boat some 
distance away, 'riie situation of- those in 
the boat was at once realized, and the men 
proved to be the mate, an able seaman and 
a cabin boy, belonging to the sealing 
schooner Florence .M. Smith, of Victoria. 
All with the boat, were lifted on the deck 
of the big vessel and tak.?n back to tlicir 
schooner, which they had lost early in the 
morning. The captain without any cere- 
mony whatever turneil about lii.s vessel and 
notwitlistaiuling the fact that the night 
was very dark jimceeded in search of the 
Florence Kniith. Not knowing where 
she was the hunt might easily have jiroved 
I'mitless, hut it happened otherwise, and 
the s'diooiier was located utter fourteen 
miles sleaniiiig. The men when found 
were sult'ering greatly from cold, as what 
spare clothing they could all'ord they had 
wrapped about the boy who lay half dead 
in the boat. They had three seal and a 
little food in tlicir boat, and the latter they 
were saving until the following day. The 
Altmore was nineteen days on the passage 
to Victoria. She has for this port 90 tons 
of freight out of a cargo of 2,000 tons, and 
t'.velYC Chinesi'.

AliOUT BOOKS AND THINGS. 

" A Treatise on the Railway Law of Can- 
ada," by Harry Abbott, (J.C., I'rofcsKor of 
Commercial Law, 'Icdill Fniversity, pub- 
lished by C. Tlieoret, .Montreal. 

This work, the first on the railway 
law of the Dominion, is a most valuabli! 
contribution to (.!an:,dian legal litera- 
ture. It will n(jt bi; the less acc(?ptable 
to [(Canadian lawyers because the 
author, while displaying much industry 
in collecting the leading Canadian and 
English cases upon the questions dealt 
with, has wisely refrained from encum- 
bering his pages with numberless cita- 
tions from the " codeless myriad" of 
American decisions. 

The jurisdisdiction of the federal and 
provincial legislatures in respect to rail- 
ways is dealt with in a brief introduc- 
tion, and then follows a complete an- 
notation of the Dominion Bailwiiy Act, 
the various sections of which are moat 
clearly elucidated. The appendix cnn- 
tains the text of ih'J railway act, with 
references to corresponding sections in 
provincial acls, and some special 
statutes affecting railways. 

It is to be observed that an examin- 
alion of the progress of the decisions of 
the various provincial courts shows a 
marked advance ^vithil: the hist few 
years towards a tiniforni system of juris- 
prudence throughout the Dominion- in 
matters affectiiig railwaye. That Mr. 
Abbott's treatise will materially add to 
the force of this movement there can, 
we think, be little doubt. 

The work is oik; which undoubtedly 
deserves careful reviewing, but lieing of 
a liiplily te'dii-ical cbaractor and deal- 
ing with a more or less technical sub- 
ject it would not be of interest to the 
general reader to refer to its special fea- 
tures in detail.
